2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest references the Examiner was able to locate were: 

a) Lazerus US 2,669,176. The reference teaches a pump for vacuum storage of food products. 
The reference at least fails to teach a downward concaved sliding flute, a second valve flute having 
opposite portions of which an outer circumference face are formed as rotation prevention faces, and a 
deviation prevention member with projections. 

b) Chang US 6,644,489. The reference teaches a vacuum container, but at least fails to teach a 
second valve flute having opposite portions of which an outer circumference face are formed as rotation 
prevention faces, and a deviation prevention member with projections. 

No motivation could be found in the Prior Art to modify either of the above references, in order to 
form a prima facie case of obviousness to reject claim 7.
